18;  The  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Mission  Hoard, 

;ind    their    Financial    Report   and   their    Associational    Financial 
Report,  were  severally  read  by  T.  M.  Bailey,  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  as  follows  : 
SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  <>|     IIIK  STATE  MISSION  HOARD. 

The  prospect  before  the  Hoard  at  the  opening  of  the  Conventional  vear 
was  by  iu>  means  encouraging.  Thr  long  and  destructive  drought  of  last 
summer  left  <nir  people  in  a  depressed  financial  condition,  and  wc  were  not 
without  apprehension  .is  to  the  effect  upon  our  benevolent  enterprises,  Cod, 
however,  lias  been  belter  to  us  than  our  fcan>  Notwithstanding  the  straightened 
condition  of  many  of  our  people,  they  have  come  up  nobly  to  the  support  of  the 
Master's  work,  and  by  their  actions, have  exhibited  the  strong  hold  thai  oni 
denominational  enterprises  have  upon  their  hearts.  That  the  receipts  in  the 
aggregate  pre  larger  than  those  of  la  .t  year,  is  a  mailer  f. >r  devout  thankfulness, 

lor  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  tin  Hoard  wc  are  (ailed  upon  to  note 
the  death  of  one  of  our  missionaries.  Rev.  I.  Stratton  I'aullin,  of  Clayton, 
died  at  his  home  June  1st.  it  can  be  said  of. him  that  he  did  much  f<>t  bis 
Master  find  did  it  well,  lie  was 'a  warm  supporter  of  our  work  and  was  \er\ 
successful  in  his  labors  as  out  mis  ionary  at  Glennville,  Rusncll  county.  lie 
rests  from  bis  labors. 

Our  State  Mi  ••inn  work  continues  t<  prosper.  More  mi?  <ionari(  ;  have  be  n 
employed,  more  destitute  fields  have  been  occupied,  and  more  work  has  been 
done,  than  during  any  preceding  year  since  the  present  system  of  mission  work 
was  inaugurated,  Including  .thi*  Corresponding  Secretary,  forty-one  men  have 
bee  11  in  the  employ  of  the  Hoard  during  the  year  for  the  w  hole  or  n  |>.u-i  of  their 
time.  One  hundred  and  thirty-two  points,  either  destitute  <>(  preaching  or  with 
weak  churches,  have  been  supplied  by  the  missionaries  of  the  Hoard. during  the 
year,  thirty-five  of  them  embracing  towns  and  villages,  and  the  remainder  in 
country  places.  A  majority  of  the  missionaries  have  been  laboring  either  to 
gather  churches  or  build  up  weak  one-,  whilst  a  few  have  been  doing  evangelistic 
work.     The  aggregateof  their  labors  is  shown  by  the  following

Wi'li  ordinal)  prosperity  in  our  land  a  large  number  of  books  would  have  l>ccn 
sold,  but  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  money,  sales  have  liccn  light.  Our  mission- 
aries report  that  the  people  are  anxious  for  hooks.  A  proposition  has  been 
iii.i'K  to  churehe  Sunday-schools  and  individuals  to  establish  permanent  funds 
of  $100.00  each  for  colportag'c  ni>rk,  the  Board  agreeing  thai  for  every  one 
hundred  dollars  contributed,  a  colporteur  shall  be  kept  in  the  field,  and  the. 
money  used  onlj  as  a  capital  to  operate  with.  To  tlii-  proposition  wc  have  as 
yet  received  but  one  favorable  response.  The  Sunday-school  of  the  First 
Baptist  church,  Montgomery,  has  given  $100.00  to  be  known  as  its  Permanent 
fund  for  col  portage  work.  We  hope  that  churches,  Sunday-schools  and 
individuals  will  follow  the  noble  example  set  l>y  this  school.  We  know  of  no 
way  in  which  $100.00  can  lie  invested  t<>  accomplish  n  greater  amount  of  good, 
or  to  perpetuate  in  a  more  lasting  form  ihe  name  of  some  indi>  idual,  church  or 
Sunday-school. 

Our  missionaries  and  cfilportenrs  find  here  and  there  a  destitution  of  the 
Scriptures,  ami  since  it  has  hecome  necessary  foi  Baptists  t  <  do  I  lieu  own  \\ork

This 
effort  succeeded  with  reference  to  forty-foui  of  tlic  Associations,  The  Com- 
mittee then  wrote  to  eacU  of  ihes;  forty-four  brethren,  rc|uesting  each  one  of 
ihcm  to  send  to*  the  Committee  ihc  name  and  postoflice  address  of  some  sister 
in  euch  church  in  hiw  Association,  The  result  oi  1I1  correspondence  was,  thai 
the  Connnitie,  in  course  of  lime,  hatl  in  hand  the  names  of  two  hundred  and 
forty-three  sisters  in  as  many  churches.  They  addressed  1  letter  to  each  one  of 
the  ic  -isie  1 .,  asking  her  to  undertake  the  organization  of  a  Woman's  M  issionary 
S  ciety  in  her  church  and  giving  her  some  .uggcslions  nhoul  the  matter,  Korty 
of  these  two  hundred  and  forty-three  letters  were  heard  from,  ami  thir'.y-four 
Societies  contributing  lo  Mis  ions  have  been  reported  lo  the  <  'ommittec.  These 
thirty-four  Societies  arc  distributed  as  follows:  In  Alabama  Association,  9;  in 
Uigbcc,  -•;  in  Coosa  Kivcr,  2;  in  Pine  barren,  3;  in  Mobile  Union,  1;  in  Cen- 
ft"nnlal,"T;  in  'Cahaba;  7;  in  South-west  Liberty,  2;  in  Judson,  2:  in  Cedar 
Bluff,  1:  in  Tuscaloosa,  1:  in  Tuskegce,  1.  These  Societies  have  contributed 
to  Missions  8  ",00.67 


In  looking  ove  1  the  field,  wc  are  grateful  to  (lod  for  what  has  been  accom- 
plished. More  pastors  are  preaching  on  Missions,  and  more  churches  contrib- 
uting to  their  support,  than  ever  before  in  our  Slate.  Our  Sunday-schools  are 
ceasing  lo  spend  their  contributions  on  themselves  and  an'  laying  Ihem  on  <  iod's 
altar.  Wc  have  received  from  them  during  the  year  $475.90,  The  women  in 
our  churches  have  made  a  good  beginning. 

.Contributions  have  come  to  the  Hoard  during  the  year  from  thirty-five 
Associations,  leaving  sixteen  from  whom  we  have  not  received  a  dollar  during 
the  year.  Undoubtedly  the  spirit  of  Missions  is  on  the  increase  among  our 
people.      For  ihis  we  would  "  thank  (lod  and  take  courage.  "

In  Central  and  Southern  Alabama  the  work  "f  your  Hoard  has  a  strong  hold 
upon  the  affections  of  the  brethren,  as  is  attested  by  their  generous  contributions 
to  it-  treasury.  In  these  sections  much  effective  work  i-  being  done,  anil  yet 
more  laborers  arc  needed  to  meet  the  vast  destitution  which  -till  prevails.  From 
Washington,  Baldwin,  Geneva  and  Kxamln'a  counties,  calls,  loud  and  earnest, 
come  to  us  tor  help.  A  good  brother  in  the  first  named  county  proposes  to  give 
$100.00  tow  arils  the  support  of  an  additional  missionary  in  the  great  destituti  >n 
around  him. 

In  the  northern  portion  of  the  State  a  vast  work  remain-  to  be  done,  and  for 
its  accomplishment,  enlarged  contributions  must  lie  forthcoming.  We  cannot 
abandon  any  point  we   are  now  occupying,     "forward,"  must 'be  our   motto. 

Wc  believe  that  the  time  has  come  to  pul  a  general  evangelist  in  the  field, 
whose  duty  it  -hall  be  to  hold  revival  meetings  during  a  portion  of  the  year,  and 
in  addition  thereto  to  aid  the  Corresponding  Secretary  in  representing  our  various 
interest- at  our  association^  meetings  in  the  fall;  There  ae  a  great  many 
places  where  a  practical,  earnest  man,  who  has  experience  in  conducting 
meetings,  could  accomplish  great  good.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  HOWARD 
COLLEGE. 

In  reviewing  t lie  past  session  of  Howard  College,  we  fc  I  tliat  we  have 
reason  for  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  success  that  has  attended  it.  In  man) 
respects  this  has  been  one  of  the  iie>.i  satisfactory  sessions  in  the  history  of  I  lie 
Institution.  We  have  had  a  Faculty  whose  scientific  attainments  and  Christian 
character  would  lend  grace  and  dignity  to  any  College  or  University;  and  .1 
corps  of  students  who,  in  the  main,  have  K  en  young  men  of  mature  minds,  high 
character  and  devoted  to  duty.  For  a  detailed  account  of  the  internal  adminis- 
tration ol  your  College,  we  will  refer  you  to  the  Annual  Report  to  the  Hoard  of 
Trustees,  made  l>y  Dr.  J.  T.  Murfee.  It  will  l>e  published  in  the  August 
number  of  the  Iloioanl  Collegian.  F.very  one  interested  in  Howard  College,  or 
even  in  the  cause  of  education,  should  read  this  report. 

.Notwithstanding  the  financial  reductions,  and  increased  cost  of  living,  due 
lo  crop  failures,  we  can  say  that  the  current  expense-  of  the  academic  year  just 
closed  have  all  been  met  by  the  income  of  the  College, 

The  Dormitories,  Dining  Hall  ami  Home  Department  arc  in  good  condi- 
tion. These,  together  with  the  Quartermaster  and  and  Commissary  Stores,  are 
critically  inspected  on  ihe  last  Friday  of  every  month. 

The  Military  Department  of  the  institution  is  under  the  immediate  command 
of  Col,  A.  I-".  Redd,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Virginia  Military  Intitule.  The 
Corps  has  been  well  drilled  in  the  Artillery  and  Infantry  Tatties  of  the  United 
States  Army  ;  audit  received  the  highest  commendations  at   thcgrandannu.il. 
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review  on  Commencement  occasion,     It  contributes  largely  to  the  good  discipline 

of  the  body  of  students,  to  the  high  scholarship  and  the  superior  moral  training, 
which  arc  distinctive  features  of  Howard  College.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that 
the  Military  takes  no  time  from  study,  and  that  no  student  is  compelled  to  join 
it ;  vet  it  is  recommended  that  all  shall  enter  the  Cadet  C<>rps  ;  fur  it  is  believed 
that  the  one  hour  devoted  to  drill  in  the  afternoon,  and  after  the  scholastic 
duties  of  the  day  are  over,  is  promotive  of  physical  development  and  mental 
vigor.  This  alone  and  apart  from  the  many  other  advantages  to  be  derived,  is 
sufficient  reason  for  our  encouraging  it,  and  for  parents  having  their  sons 
enter  it. 

There  have  been  fourteen  Theological  students  in  attendance  during  the 
session.  They  are  young  men  of  bright  minds,  high  religious  character,  and 
much  zeal  in  the  Master's  cause.  They  have  exerted  a  great  moral  and  religions 
influence  over  the  body  of  students,  quite  a  number  of  whom  have  made  a  pro- 
Cession  of  religion  during  the  session,  llr.  J.  T.  Murfec,  President  of  the  Col- 
lege,  ami  Col.  A.  K.  Redd,  a  graduate  of  the  Haptisl  Theological  Seminary, 
have  given  special  and  valuable  instruction  to  Theological  students  cluing  the 
academic  year.  This  work  has  been  given  to  the  Department  of  Theology  out. 
side  of  college  hours,  and  in  addition  to  regular  recitations, 

Kor  the  coining  session  all  the  members  of  the  Faculty  have  been  retained, 
except  l'rof.  II.  I).  McCormick,  of  the  Preparatory  Department,  who  resigns  to 
enter  the  ministry. 

To  parents  who  have  son.-,  to  educate,  ministers  of  the  gospel  u  ho  are  labor- 
ing foi  the  extension  of  our  denominational  influence,  ami  10  all  good  Itaptists, 
we  may  say  that  the  practical  instruction,  the  high  order  of  scholarship,  and  the 
rooral  training  given  at  1  low  aid  College,  commend  it  as  without  a  superior.  Its 
alumni  and  students  throughout  the  land,  engaged  in  every  laudable  vocation  of 
life,  have  been  demonstrating  these  fads  more  potently  than  words.  Possessing 
a  college  which  should  justly  be  the  pritle  of  any  Slate  or  denomination,  furnish- 
ing instruction  as  cheap,  all  thinj's  considered,  as  any  other  institution  of  the 
same  high  grade,  we  hope  that  every  Baptist  in  the  Stale  will  not  only  give  to  it 
his  patronage,  but  wdl  labor  to  sustain  it  and  extend  its  influence.

REPORT  OP  THK  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JUDSON  FEMALE  INSTI- 
TUTE—SESSION   1881-82. 

The  forty-fourth  session  of  the  Judson  Female  Institute  closed  on  the  15th 
day  of  June,  1SS2.  The  number  of  pupils  registered  during  the  session  was 
one  hundred  and  forty-three.  Of  this  number  there  were  in  the  Excelsior  class, 
three;  in  the  Collegiate  Department,  eighty-seven;  in  the  Primary  and  Prepara- 
tory Department,  fifty-three;  in  the  Department  of  Art,  forty-three,  and  in 
Music,  sixty-five.  Twelve  young  ladies  received  diplomas  on  Commencement 
day;  seven  gold  medals  were  awarded,  one  each  to  Misses  Lula  Daily,  liennie 
Thompson  and  Ada  Neilson,  they  having  completed  the  Excelsior  course;  one 
each  to  Misses  Ada  Neilson,  Ida  Higgins  and  liennie  Thompson,  for  excellence 
in  music,  and  one  to  Miss  Mollie  low  Ikes,  for  excellence  in  art. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  during  the  past  session -was  good.  We 
believe  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  any  large  institution  whose  sanitary  regula- 
tions are  belter.  Constant  and  well  directed  care  is  given  to  the  neatness  and 
cleanliness  of  the  building  and  premises,  to  regular  hours  of  work,  recreation 
and  sleep,  and  to  a  full  supply  of  varied  and  well  prepared  food. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  session,  the  connection  of  Rev.  1..  R.  (iwaltney  as 
President  of    die  Judson  was    terminated   by  his    resignation.

acquire  whatever  improvements'therc  may  be  in  their  modi  of  instruction,  from 
riic  iesiimoni.il-  forwardeil  to  your  Hoard  by  brethren  well  known  lo.us  and  to

Twelve  dollars  were  sen!  lo  Sumtcrville,  Sumter  Co.,  Ha.,  for 
the  same  purpose.  Six  dollars  and  thirty-live  cents  have  been  given  lo  the 
State  Mission  Board  of  Alabama.  Five  dollar*  were  sent  lo  nssisl  in  building 
the  chattel  in  Italy.

THE  TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUM-  REPORT  OF   THE  ALABAMA 
CENTRAL  FEMALE  COLLEGE  AT  TUSKALOOSA. 

This  College  has  just  closed  the  mo-t  useful  ami  prosperous  yuan  of  it* 
history.  This  is  shown  in  the  increased  patronage  it  has  received,  the  character 
and  amount  <>f  work  accomplished,  in  its  several  departments  of  instruction,  in 
tin-  improvements  on  the  building,  ami  in  tin-  increase  of  its  facilities  for  doing 
its  work.  The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  last  year  was  one  hundred  and 
thirty-two.  Of  this  number,  fourteen  were  awarded  diplomas  as  full  graduates 
at  the  late  commencement.  This  showing  of  the  condition  of  the  school  is 
peculiarly  gratifying,  in  view  of  the  financial  depression  all  over  the  State 
incident  to  the  failure  of  the  crops  of  the  past  year,  ami  inspires  its  friends  with 
great  confidence  as  to  its  future  success.  While  the  number  of  pupils  in  other 
schools  and  colleges  has  suffered  material  depreciation,  the  Alabama  Central 
has  not  only  held  its  own,  but  has  enlarged  its  work. 

The  repairs  on  the  property  begun  a  year  since  have  gone  steadily  forward 
until  now  it  is  in  better  condition  than  at  any  time  since  it  came  into  the  posses- 
sion ami  under  the  control  of  the  denomination. 

The  Musical  Department  has  been  furnished  with  new  and  costly  instru- 
ments, the  Study  Room  has  been  supplied  with  new  desks,  the  Chapel  has  been 
refurnished  and  enhanced  in  attractiveness  and  comfort,  ami  the  Hoarding 
rooms  re-carpeted  ami  supplied  with  new  furniture,  so  that  the  College  may  now 
justly  compete  in  point  of  facilities  for  instruction,  comfort  and  attractiveness 
with  the  most  favored  Institutions  of  the  land.  All  this  has  been  accomplished 
without  asking  a  cent  of  pecuniary  aid  from  the  denomination  or  from  any  of 
its  friends.  The  property  is  absolutely  free  of  debt,  and  the  school  self-sus- 
taining. 

The  Institution  will  continue  under  the  same  management  as  heretofore, 
with  Prof.  A.  K.  Yancey  as  President.  The  past  success  of  the  school  under 
the  administration  of  Prof,  Yancey,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  its  friends,  is  ,1  sufficient  guarantee  of  its  future  success.  All  the  depart- 
ments of  the  College  are  in  the  hands  of  teachers  who  have  demonstrated  theii 
fitness  by  years  of  experience  in  teaching,  add  who  arc  retained  because  their 
places  could  not  be  more  efficiently  filled  by  other-.. 

Having  this  splendid  property  free  of  rent  and,  on  that  account,  being 
enabled  to  offer  the  best  educational  advantages,  under  the  influence  and  direc- 
tion of  Baptist  sentiment,  the  Board  of  Trustees  confidently  appeal  to  the  great 
Baptist  brotherhood  for  a  share  of  its  patronage  and  to  this  Convention  for  its 
continued  endorsement  and  support.

The  struggle  for  reform  in  nil  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  society 
is  becoming  more  pronounced  ami  resolute  :i>  the  years  )>a-s  by,  While  Intem- 
perance i>  not  the  only  evil  that  alHicts  the  land,  it  is  recognized  as  the  greatest 
in  extent  and  1 1 1 « •  most  dcploralilt  in  results. 

\\Y  do  not  propose  to  set  forth  the  enormity  of  this  evil.  The  pen,  the 
canvas  ami  the  lips,  touched  with  more  than  human  inspiration,  have  not  con- 
veyed, cannot  convey,  Ui  our  minds  an  adequate  conception  of  all  the  crime  .oi>! 
wnnl  and  wretchedness  entailed  upon  our  race  through  this  single  evil.  When 
one  soberly  contemplates  its  widespread  and  deadly  work,  his  soul  is  stirred 
within  him,  Sorrow,  pity,  horror,  indignation — n  storm  of  many  passions, — rage 
in  the  breast.  lie  feels  that  he  cannot  forbear  In  speak  and  plead  and  act  with 
all  good  men  in  seeking  deliverance  from  this  desolating  scourge  which  destroys 
body  and  soul  for  time  and  for  eternity, 

With  trembling,  sometimes  with  terrible  emphasis,  we  ask,  "lias  anything 
been  accomplished  to  stay  its  onward  tread?  I  fas  any  progress  in  reform  been 
made  during  these  long  years  of  endurance  and  straggle?  Must  these  evils  exist 
forever?  Must  they  ldiglit  and  wither  and  likist  all  that  is  dearest  and  best 
before  our  very  eyes,  and  must  we  die  with  the  sad  conviction  that  this  heritage 
of  anguish  and  shame  will  he  left  ti>  our  children  and  to  all  coming  generations?" 
These  are  questions  that  thrill  the  soul  and  awaken  the  profoumlcst  anxiety  in 
every  generous  heart.  Who* must  answer  them?  Who  must  give  pledge  for  the 
right  answer  ami  see  to  it  that  the  pledge  is  kept?  Ungodly  men,  enthralled  by 
appetite  and  avarice,  will  nevci  m<>\  i  ,  will  never  ikiss  the  question  of  reform 
and  deliverance,  Christian  men  must  meet  the  issue,  must  begin  in  every 
innjjcr  tin1  eonllict,  and  wage  it  with  unflinching  resolve. 

The  rescue  of  our  country  from  the  slain  and  misery  of  intemperance  rciLs 
with  the  (.'lujsli.in  people,  oj  Utft  yumitry  Tltey  have  the  power;  on  them 
devolves  the  responsibility,  Let  us  stale  the  ease.  Christians  by  their  profes- 
sion, by  the  very  principles  of  their  religion,  stand  committed  to  every  go»nl 
work.  Kvcry  movement  I  hat  seeks  and  secures  the  good  of  man  and  the 
progress  of  Christ's  kingdom,  must,  by  virtue  of  their  avowed  principles,  com- 
mand their  sympathy  and  support,  self,  self-interests,  selfish  gratifications,  liny 
hold,  by  their  profession,  in  subordination  to  this  one  great  end  of  life— namely, 
living  to  do  good,  for  Christ's  «nkc,  to  all  men,  especially  to  all  who  sufTei  and 
sink  under  the  power  of  evil.  Apply  this  broad  principle  to  the  temperance 
question,  Intemperance  always  defiles,  corrupts,  injures  and,  unchecked, 
utterly  destroy--.  No  one  can  deny  that  it  is  "evil,  ONLY  evil,"  in  i t -  tendency 
and  fruits.      Then,  the  Christian's  duty  U  plain. 

Whoever  may  hesitate,  his  profession  and  principles  will  not  allow  him  in 
hesitate.  Whatever  he  can  honestly  do  to  weaken  ami  overthrow  the  power  of 
intemperance,  'it  is  his  sacred  duty  to  do,  lie,  as  to  this  issue,  has  nothing  to 
do  with  self-interests,  with  business  profits,  with  worldly  ambitions,  with  the 
gratification  of  appetite,  with  the  demands  of  fashion  or  custom.

Kolli  will  always  lend,  n-  they  have  ever  lead,  to  the  tlegrada'ion  of  morality 
and  religion,  to  the  enthronement  of  vice  ami  cum.,  to  the  enacting  of  scenes  on 
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which  the  stars  look  clown  nightly  because  they  must,  hut  from  which  angels  veil 
their  eyes  and  cry  with  trembling  voice,  "Lord!  how  long,  oh,  how  long  !!  u 
Christian  men,  can  yen  look  on  quietly,  can  you  afford  to  he  inactive,  can  you 
reject  the  issue,  and  turn  from  the  conflict  .v  something  which  does  not 
concern  you  ?  If  so,  permit  us  to  say,  you  decide  for  your  own  condemnation, 
Twenty  large,  strong,  determined  Temperance  Organizations  exist  in  t lie  world, 
They  exist  because  there  is  a  place  fur  them.

Wisconsin,  Arkansas,    Kentucky,   Tennessee,   West  Virginia,  Virginia,    North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Washington   Tej 
ritory. 

Some  of  these  measures  were  defeated;  some  were  victorious,  but  in  all 
these  States  the  convictions  of  men  for  sobriety  and  right  are  becoming  deeper 
ami  stronger.  The  growth  of  sentiment  in  favor  of  Prohibition  is  decided  and 
unmistakable. 

While  opposition  has  become  more  pronounced,  better  organized,  more 
threatening  and  formidable,  this  but  aids  in  hastening  the  final  struggle.  It 
unveils  the  purpose,  the  spirit,  and  the  strength  of  those  who  oppose  all  legisla- 
tive restrictions,  and  hence  reveals  the  foe  we  must  meet  and  suggests  better 
methods  of  attack  and  defense. 

Calls  for  a  National  Prohibitory  Convention,  and  for  State  Prohibitory 
Conventions,  are  ringing  more  distinct  and  inspiring  over  the  land.  These  calls 
will  be  heeded.  While  brewers  and  distillers  announce  their  purpose  to  stand 
solid  for  the  obstruction  and  overthrow  of  prohibitory  legislation,  while  they 
"pledge  themselves  to  overlook  party  affiliations  and  act  together  in  defeat  ol 
the  candidates  of  any  party  that  panders  to  fanaticism  by  the  support  of  prohib- 
itory laws,"  the  resolute  friends  of  temperance,  thus  branded  as  fanatics,  stand 
with  a  front  equally  solid  and  determined. 

With  manly  candor  and  courage  they  avow  it  to  be  their  purpose  to  use  all 
lawful  means  to  prohibit  and  suppress  a  traffic  of  which  this  much  may  be  said 
as  indisputably  true :  "Ii  wages  deadly  war  upon  every  interest  of  Nation, 
Stale  and  people.  As  it  flourishes,  every  legitimate  industry  languishes  ami  dies. 
It  wastes  the  wages  of  labor,  it  impoverishes  and  pauperizes  the  people,  and 
fills  workhouses,  jails  and  penitentiaries  with  wretched  victims.  Its  whole  influ- 
ence is  to  drive  out  every  thing  that  is  good,  and  substitute  every  thing  that  is 
bad.  It  converts  good  husbands,  fathers  and  sons  into  bad  ones,  It  tills  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  homes  witli  untold  misery  which,  but  for  it,  would  be 
prosperous,  peaceful  and  happy."  Such  are  the  convictions  of  all  thoughtful 
men. 

'I'li.-  policjj  oL  lit,v|sin|;  this  traffic  has  been  tried  in  various  ways,  with1 
various  restrictions,  for  four  hundred  years,  ami  under  this  policy  intemperance 
and  its  horrors  have  steadily  grown  until  the  proportions  startle,  amaze,  confound 


Prohibition,  more  or  less  thorough,  has  been  tried,  and  with  a  measure  of 
success  that  brings  encouragement  and  gratitude  to  all  good  men.      That  Prohi- 
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bition  has  accomplished  immense  good  and  does  prohibit  in  a  large  degree,  is 
sustained  liy  indisputable  facts.  If  t lie  jeers  of  opponents,  and  ilic  desponden- 
cy of  friends  were  well-founded,  it  would  still  be  our  duty  to  oppose  so  great  an 
evil,  though  failure  seemed  certain.  We  owe  it  to  ourselves  anil  to  posterity  to 
resist  uncompromisingly  whatever  is  evil  and  wrong,  to  struggle  fur  the  triumph 
of  whatever  is  good  and  right,  leaving  results  to  God,  A  passive  or  indifferent 
attitude  in  the  presence  of  an  acknowledged  and  ae^re^sve  wrong,  is  utterly 
indefensible  and  criminally  weak. 

Hut  this  evil  is  not  entrenched  behind  an  impregnable  fastness.  It  is  vul- 
nerable. It  originates  in  man's  appetite  and  avarice,  is  sustained  and  strength- 
ened by  them.  Like  all  human  evil-,  its  criminality  can  be  demonstrated,  and 
its  power  can  he  broken,  as  other  evils  have  been  overthrown  by  the  progress  of 
civilization  and  Christianity.  History  records  many  conflicts  which  have  result- 
ed in  the  triumph  o£  right  over  wrong,  Of  this  gigantic  evil  whose  shadow 
tills  the  earth,  it  has  liccn  wr.lten,  "Xhy.iiays  are  mi-ubcicd." 

Wo  announce  it  as  our  deep,  abiding  faith  that  the  domination  of  the 
liquor  power  cannot  continue  forever.  Qs^J^nvnJ^lJJj j^ccit;''"  as  the  full'dl- 
MgM  of  Lbfi  dcurec*  of  Him  who  L;w-<kk4*u*d,  "Righteousness  shall  JiUuJic 
earth."  The  agencies  now  at  work  for  its  overthrow,  no  human  power  can 
check.  Their  origin  is  in  the  eternal  principles  of  Cod's  word.  They  must 
and  will  prevail.  As  persistent  as  the  law  of  gravitation,  as  undying  as  Chris- 
tian faith,  as  strong  yet  tender  as  martyr  courage  and  devotion,  these  agencies 
invite  VOUR  CO-operation,  and  will  gladly  welcome  votk  aid.  Hut  if  you  ^ve- 
il not,  they  will  find  other  auxiliaries,  and  will  surely  triumph  in  the  end

CQLl'ORTAGE. 

The  importance  of  Colportagc  work  is  conceded  by  all.  The  vast  amount 
of  fiction  and  trash,  not  to  *ay  decidedly  immoral  literature,  issued  from  the 
press,  and  hawked  about  over  the  country,  lays  upon  the  friends  of  morality  and 
religion  an  obligation  to  meet  it  with  a  counter  current  of  healthy,  religious 
hooks  and  tracts  which  cannot  ho  evaded  with  impunity.  The  United  States 
Mail  has  come  to  he  a  grand  ciiculating  library  of  such  publications  as  vitiate  the 
morals  and  dwarf  the  intellects  of  the  youth  of  our  country  of  both  sexes,  thus 
disqualifying  them  for  the  stem  duties  of  life.  False  views  are  inspired  of  what 
must  constitute  the  reality  of  their  future  history,  so  that  when  the  illusion  van- 
ishes, the  wreck  in  many  cases  is  irreparable.  Our  duly  is,  so  far  as  we  may,  to 
meet  this  tide  of  evil  hy  the  circulation  of  such  hooks,  newspapers,  and  tracts,  as 
will  either  preoccupy  the  minds  of  the  young  with  something  better,  or  at  lca.st 
neutralize  the  vicious  influence  of  these  puerile  or  demoralizing  publications. 
Experience  has  shown  that  the  most  effective  way  to  do  this  is  hy  a  system  of  vig- 
orous eolportage,  thus  carrying  bibles  and  good  hooks  to  the  very  homes  of  the 
people  and  preoccupy  the  ground.  If  we  first  till  the  vessel  with  wheat,  we  may 
defy  the  chaff.  /We  cannot,  therefore,  too  highly  commend  our  State  Mission 
Hoard  for  the  energy  with  which  it  has  laid  hold  of  this  work,  and,  considering 
its  limited  resources,  the  success  that  has  crowned  its  efforts.  And  we  do  most 
earnestly  recommend  the  raising  of  an  annual  fund  which  will  enable  the  board 
to  enlarge  this  part  of  its  workj  Good  books,  religious  newspapers,  and  the 
pulpit  are  the  grand  moral  awn  intellectual  educators  of  our  people,  and  that 
people  who  utilize  these  agencies  most  wisely  ami  efficiently,  will,  sooner  or 
later,  constitute  the  leading  moral  and  religious  power  in  our  land. 

We  only  add,  in  conclusion,  that  we  owe  it  to  Christ,  we  owe  it  to  ourselves, 
and  we  owe  it  to  the  world,  to  circulate  a  fair  installment  of  denominational 
books,  tracts,  and  newspapers,  to  vindicate  what  we  believe  to  be  the  integrity 
of  the  "faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints."  Standing,  as  we  do,  on  what  wc 
are  persuaded  is  Apostolic  ground  in  faith  and  practice,  we  are  bound  by  our 
fidelity  to  truth  to  embody  in  our  plans  the  highest  type  of  that  "zeal  which  is 
according  to  knowledge"  in  the  maintenance  of  "the  tiutli  as  it  is  in  Jesus 
Christ."  We  ought  not  to  aim  at  less  than  to  place  ourselves  within  the  com- 
mendation of  the  great  Apostle  of  the  Gentiles  :  "Now*  I  praise  you,  brethren, 
that  ye  remember  me  in  all  things,  and  keep  the  ordinances  as  I  delivered 
them  to  you."  S.  II liNDKKSON,  Chairman.

59.  The  Report  on  Sabbath  Schools  was  read  and  discussed 
by  J.  J.  Stamps  and  others,  and  adopted  : 

REPORT  ON  SA1H5A  111  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  offer  any  argument  to  establish 
the  importance  of  this  department  of  church  work.  That  is  admitted  almost  uni- 
versally, by  intelligent  Christians.     Yet,  strange  as  it  may  appear,  this  admission, 

on  the  part  of  a  large  majority,  is  merely  nominal.  To  aid  in  making  it  real 
and  earnest,  in  so  far  as  it  refers  to  the  Baptist  Christians  of  Alabama,  is  the  object 
of  ihis  report.  To  this  end  it  is  deemed  hest  In  call  the  attention  of  this  Con- 
vention to  some  of  the  hindrances  which  environ  the  work.  Prominent  among 
these  are  : 

1.  The  dominant  idea  that  Sabbath  Schools  are  designed  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  children  only. 

2.  Inefficient  teachers. 

3.  Lack  of  financial  support. 

4.  The  holding  of  only  monthly  meetings  by  a  majority  of  our  churches. 
Under  the  first  head  we  argue,  that  it  will  lie  a  sad  day,  when  our   church 

members  generally  shall  conclude  they  have  graduated  in  Bible  Study.  The 
most  learned  as  well  as  the  most  ignorant  can  increase  their  efficiency  as  Chris- 
tian workers  by  the  earnest,  social  study  of  Cod's  word.  As  the  Sabbath 
School  offers  belter  facilities  for  this  social  study  than  any  other  meeting  held 
by  our  churches,  all  members  not  prevented  by  other  urgent  duties  should 
engage  in  Sabbath  School  work  for  their  own  personal  benefit, 

But,  admitting  that  the  prime  object  of  the  Sabbath  School  is  to  instruct 
children  and  interest  them  in  religious  matter,  it  is  argued  this  can  best  lie 
accomplished  by  the  active  co-operation  of  the  adult  members,  because  children 
take  interest  in  and  value  those  things  which  engage  the  earnest  attention  of 
their  parents  and  the  other  adult  members  of  their  families.  If  father  loves  and 
talks  of  horses,  and  dogs,  ami  guns,  the  sons  will  love  and  talk  of  them  :  if 
mother  is  wrapped  up  in  fashions,  and  dress,  and  theatres,  and  hall-rooms,  the 
children  will  love  these  things  also.  If  parents  and  adult  members  generally  at- 
tend Sabbath  School,  the  attendance  of  the  children  will  be  largely  increased. 
If  the  elders  give  themselves  much  to  the  study  of  Sabbath  School  lessons,  the 
children  will  find  greater  interest  in  such  study,  and  the  efficiency  of  Sabbath 
School  work  will  be  greatly  enhanced. 

To  accomplish  this  end  we  recommend  that  our  churches  be  urged  to  im- 
press this  work  upon  those  applying  for  membership.  Thtii  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  young  Christians  are  more  easily  impressed,  and  impressions  then  made 
are  more  lasting.  The  Sabbath  School  needs  gray  hairs  to  dignify  and  ennoble 
the  work. 

For  the  removal  of  the  second  difficulty  we  suggest  persistent  efforts  on  the 
part  of  pastors  and  superintendents  to  impress  the  importance  of  the  position  of 
teacher ;  the  necessity  of  visiting  and  working  with  scholars  outside  of  the  school 
room  ;  the  value  of  discipline  in  the  class  during  school  .session  ;  and  the  obliga- 
tions resting  upon  each  teacher  to  give  special  study  to  each  lesson.  Scholarly 
teachers  are  not  so  much  desired  as  earnest,  loving  teachers,  who  are  willing  to 
devote  time  and  study  to  each  lesson,  to  make  it  profitable  and  attractive.  The 
study  given  years  agone  is  not  sufficient.     A  special  lesson  requires  special  study. 

To  furnish  financial  support,  we  recommend  that  the  churches  assume  the 
responsibility  of  providing  their  schools  with  all  needful  helps,  to  be  paid  for  out 
of  the  general  treasury  as  regular  church  expenses.      Those   members  who  do 
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r\ll  the  teaching  and  praying  in  the  schools  should  not  be  expected  to  do  all  the 
paying  also. 

For  the  fourth  difficulty  we  recommend  meetings  for  worship  every  Sabbath. 
The  establishment  of  Sabbath  Schools  will  aid  in  sustaining  these  weekly  services 
and  thus  the  fostering  care  bestowed  by  the  churches  upon  the  schools  will  be 
abundantly  repaid. 

This  work  grows  in  importance  and  should  command  the  earnest  attention 
of  this  Convention  and  of  all  our  churches  throughout  the  Stale. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  meagre  statistics  given  by  the 
churches  as  shown  by  the  published  proceedings  of  our  last  Convention.  Though 
there  were  reported  1,361  churches,  with  a  membership  of  70,000,  only  144 
schools  were  reported  with  a  membership  of  7,487.  The  mere  mention  of  these 
figures  will,  we  trust,  induce  better  reports  from  the  clerks  of  our  churches.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  work  designed  to  be  performed  by  the  Home  Hoard  is  \ast  in  its  pro- 
portions  and  important  in  it>  demands.  The  field  of  its  operations,  for  the 
present,  though  not  definitely  marked  out,  may  !>•  sufficiently  indicated  in  the 
following  statements. 

It  proposes  to  prosecute,  on  an  enlarged  scale,  the  work  of  Christianizing 
the  thousands  of  Chinese,  now  in  California,  It  desires  to  meet  the  increased 
demands  of  our  Indian  Mission,  which,  though  abundantly  prosperous  in  the 
past,  still  has  strong  claims  upon  every  American  Christian  to  aid  in  making  it 
more  gloriously  successful  in  the  future.  It  desires  to  aid,  as  far  as  possible, 
in  the  propagation  of  the  gospel,  and  in  the  development  of  a  controlling  spirit 
of  Christianity  in  all  parts  of  these  Southern  Stales,  giving  special  prominence 
to  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  other  great  centres  of  influence  and  power.  It 
desires  to  multiply  and  put  in  successful  operation  agencies  and  influences  ad- 
equate to  meet  the  pressing  demands  of  tin-  present  condition  of  society  in  the 
great  Southwest — especially  Arkansas,  Texas,  N#w  Mexico  and  Arizona,  so  thai 
the  principles  of  our  Master  and  the  practices  of  n»t  denomination  may  control 
the  hearts  and  direct  the  lives  of  the  millions  of  its  unholy  population,* and  thus 
make  all  these  broad,  rich  lands  fit  homes  for  onr  sons  and  daughters. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Hoard,  as  thus  partially  indicated,  is  vast  ami  im- 
portant. Who  car.  fail  to  realize  its  claims  upon  our  hearts  and  purses?  Who 
can  deny  that  such  a  work  »ut>/it  to  be  done  ?  Who  dares  to  fear  that  it  cannot 
be  done,  by  our  united  effort,  with  the  divine  blessing  and  under  divine  gui- 
dance ?  Making  due  allowance  for  the  hindering  influences  which  have  opposed 
its  progress  in  the  past,  and  we  can  justly  say  that  our  Home  Hoard  has  done  a 
grand  work.     It  has  scattered  blessings  all  over  this  Southern   land,  gladdening 
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thousands  of  hearts  with  the  light  of  redeeming  tr.ith  and  the  joys  of  salvation, 
and  exciting  a  spirit  of  active  Christian  benevolence, which,  in  the  years  to  come, 
will  he  powerful  for  good  to  the  very  ends  of  the  earth.  Let  such  a  Hoard  enjoy 
our  cheering  confidence,  and  receive  "Ki  strengthening  support,  and  let  such  a 
work  go  on  to  completion.  Five  hunated  thousand  dollars  is  not  more  than  the 
one  million  of  Southern  baptists  ought  to  give  to  this  Hoard  annually;  ami  they 
ought  to  he  ashamed  to  give  lest  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Though 
its  location  has  been  changed  from  Marion,  Ala.,  to  Atlanta,  (la.,  it  is  still  our 
Hoard  ;  and,  while  we  yield  our  preference,  as  to  its  location,  we  warmly  indorse 
and  commend  its  newly  elected  officers,  and  pledge  them  our  hearty  co-opera- 
tion and  continued  support.  If  thus  favored  with  the  prayerful  affection  of 
our  great  Kapli.st  brotherhood,  as  it  deserves  to  be;  and  sustained  by  their 
money,  as  it  should  be,  no  doubt  the  Home  Hoard  will  be  a  mighty  factor  in 
the  work  of  salvation,  in  all  ages  and  in  all  lands. 

Your  committee  would  ask  this  Convention  to  indorse  "Kind  Words,"  as 
an  excellent  Haptist  Sabbath  School  paper,  worthy  of  the  patronage  of  our  de- 
nomination.

REPORT. 

We,  (he  Conunitte  on  a  Clash  Basis  for  the  operation  of  the  State  Hoard,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  recommendations  :

That  funds  collected  for  Missions  1>c  immediately  remitted  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  State  Mission  Hoard  by  the  clerks  of  the  churches  and  secretaries 
of  societies. 

3.  That  each  association  he  earnestly  requested  to  raise  a  Stale  Mission 
fund  for  the  general  work  of  the  State  Board  over  and  ahovc  the  special  fund 
appropriated  upon  the  associational  field. 

4.  That  the  churches  endeavor  so  to  systematize  their  benevolence  and 
make  their  contributions  to  the  Hoard  regularly  through  the  different  seasons  of 
the  year,  as  to  enable  the  Hoard  to  pay  ike  Missionaries  quarterly  without  embar- 
rassing them  with  the  collection  of  their  own  salaries  on  their  tielc!,.

kl'.l'OKT  OF  COMMITTKK  <>N  KDUCATION. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  the  limits  appropriated  to  a  report  will  not  per- 
i  111  it  such  a  presentation  of  the  subject  as  its  importance  demands.  Yet  the 
necessity  of  education  is  now  so  generally  admitted  and  mi  fully  appreciated  thai 
I  to  demonstrate  it,  would  be  a  superfluous  task;  and  the  deep  interest  the  Baptists 
!  of  Alabama  have  manifested  in  the  promotion  of  tlii>  important  object  affords  a 
j  gratifying  evidence  of  their  determination  to  keep  abreast  with  the  progressive 
spirit  of  the  age. 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  report,  that  the  various  educational  enterprises 
under  the  control  of  baptists  in  our  State  are  enjoying  a  li ij^li  degree  of  prosper- 
j  ity.  The  two  institutions  which  claim  especially  the  support  and  patronage  of 
our  denomination,  as  being  directly  under  the  control  and  supervision  of  this 
Convention,  arc  fulfilling  the  wishes  of  their  friends  in  a  manner  really  surpris- 
ing, if  we  consider  the  difficulties  they  have  had  to  encounter. 

The  Judson  Female  Institute  is  truly  an  hondf  to  our  denomination.  It 
has  acquired,  and  for  many  years  maintained,  a  reputation  almost  national  ;  at 
I  least,  it  is  known  and  appreciated  throughout  the  Southern  States.  It  is  a  most 
gratifying  circumstance,  and  one  which  we,  cannot  but  regard  as  providential, 
i  that  our  denomination  is  taking  the  lead  ill  the  education  of  that  portion  of  the 
I  rising  generation  which  is  destined  to  mould  the  character  and  impress  the  prin- 
1  ciples  of  the  next  generation.  Whilst  we  have  under  our  influence  such  inslilu- 
i  lions  as  the  Judson  and  other  Seminaries  of  a  high  grade,  for  the  education  of 
j  females,  it  needs  no  prophet- to  predict  the  predominant  religious  complexion  o| 
1    future  generations, 

female  Seminaries,  when  well  pnlroui/cd,  are  self-sustaining  ;  not  so  with 
1  male  Colleges.  These  require  fl  permanent  fund,  from  which  the  operations  are 
i  carried  oil,  from  year  to  year,  ■  before  the  war,  1  li  is,  was  regarded  as  one  of  the 
!  axioms  in  educational  schenus.  It  has  remained  for  Howard  College,  I  he  off- 
j.  spring  of  this  Convention,  to  cast  some  doubt  upon  the  truth  of  this  proposition, 
j   by  successfully  maintaining  hcrsell  without  any  endowment,  except  her  buildings, 
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between  two  Slate  institutions,  liberally  endowed.  <>f  (his  slate  of  things,  we 
have  reason  lo  be  proud.  But,  <l<>  not  let  us,  presuming  upon  the  unquestioned 
strength  nf  imr  institution,  impose  njxui  ii  n  burden  in  the  gratuitous  instruction 
of  our  rising  ministry,  without  making  some  provision  for  this  nccimary  expense. 
Wc  urge,  then,  upon  our  brethren,  the  necessity  of  making  immediate  and  per- 
sistent cffoits  in  behalf  of  this,  our  cherished  institution. 

A  denomination  indifferent  lo  the  highest  culture  of  its  ministry,  must  have 
its  resources  impoverished  and  its  very  existence  imperilled,  Next  jo  spiritual 
agency,  the  prerequisite  for  growth,  is  mental  culture;  and  academic  training 
should  be  the  basis  of  all  professional  training.  We  cannot,  therefore,  relinquish 
the  work  assigned  to  the  collegiate  institutions  of  mar  denomination.  If  we 
would  elevate  the  standard  of  our  ministry,  and  Idl  its  depleted  ranks,  if  we 
would  retain  our  present  status,  «s  a  denomination,  or  hope  to  rise  lo  a  still 
higher  position,  we  must  educate,  together,  our  ministry  am!  our  membership; 
we  must  raise  up  for  ourselves,  in  the  pulpits  and  the  pews,  men  competent  to 
mould  the  thought  and  direct  the  energies  of  then  generation.  We  should  seek 
to  make  our  ministry  men  of  liberal  culture  liefore  lliey  become  theologians.  (  Hit 
young  men  should  be  fixed  in  the  faith  of  their  forefathers  while  the)  are  becom- 
ing scholars  and  scientists,  We  contend,  then,  for  the  co-education  of  our  lay- 
men and  our  ministers  in  our  own  denominational  College,  In  our  sparsely 
settled  country,  in  our  villages  and  even  our  larger  towns,  ii  may  he  a  matter  of 
necessity,  that  Christians  should  nnile  with  the  wise  and  virtuous,  and  public- 
spirited  of  every  shade  of  belief,  or  even  of  infidelity,  in  establishing  efficient 
primary  schools,  liberally  maintained.  To  this  end,  they  may  he  justified  in 
accenting  aid  from  a  government  which  claims  the  power  and  exercises  the  right 
of  maintaining  public  schools  by  taxation,  yet  dares  not  meddle  with  religion. 
Hut  surely,  if  the  I'.aptists  of  Alabama  will  combine  their  strength,  they  have 
the  power  to  maintain  one  first-class  liuplist  Slate  College,  in  which  we  can  give 
to  our  hoys  from  fourteen  to  eighteen  years  of  age  broad  and  liberal  Culture, 
with  the  help  of  teachers  not  too  wise  to  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  personal 
Deity,  who  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth  by  the  word  of  his  power. 

Itoys  in  our  primary  schools  arc  still  under  the  religious  influences  of  their 
homes  ;  young  men  attending  universities,  professional,  or  other  special  schools, 
should  have  their  habits  and  opinions,  moral  anil  religious,  already  fixed  ;  but 
during  that  formative  and  receptive  age,  when  they. are  pursuing  the  collegiate 
course,  they  should  he  under  the  purest,  most  refilling,  and  elevating  influences, 

We  are  often  told  that  education  is  derived  from  two  Latin  words,  ((out) 
and  i///.,vv  (to  draw)  ;  and  that  it  therefore  signifies  "  (o  draw  out."  Neither  as 
linguists  nor  as  Christian  men,  are  we  willing  to  allow  that  education  is,  should 
he,  or  can  he  simply  a  process  of  education.  To  educate  is  one  thing  ;  lo  educe 
quite  another.  We  believe  thai  education,  in  its  strictest  sense,  clymologically 
and  by  established  usage,  implies  the  fostering  and  cherishing  of  all  that  is 
good,  the  restraining  and  eradicating  of  all  that  is  evil  ill  our  human  nature. 
We  cannot  therefore  conceive  of  a  proper  education  divorced  from  morality  and 
religion.  We  would  know  of  an  institution  to  which  we  commit  our  sons 
and  daughters,  not  merely  what  powers  are  developed  and  disciplined,  hut 
what  thoughts  are  instilled  into  their  receptive  minds,  what  feelings  are  amused 
in  their  hearts,  what  restraints  are  placed  upon  their  evil  propensities.  We 
would  know,  not  merely  what  they  study  in  the  recitation  room,  hut  how  they 
spend  the  hours  of  recreation.  Therefore,  State  institutions  cannot  meet  the 
wants  of  the  Baptists  for  Christian  collegiate  education  and  for  ministerial  educa- 
tion. Influenced  by  these  reasonings,  the  wise  and  good  of  a  former  generation 
endowed  institutions  under  ihe  control  of  this  Convention,  Whether  or  not  the 
time  has  arrived  for  setting  on  foot  new  and  more  liberal  plans  for  further 
endowing  the  Howard  is  for  you  to  determine. 

In  conclusion,  we  cannot  fail  lo  notice  and  commend  the  faithful,  energetic 
and  successful  effort*  of  your  financial  agent,  Rev.  T.  M.  Bailey,  towards  raising 
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funds  for  ministerial  education,  and  otherwise   enlisting   the  »yni|>athies  of  our 
brethren  in  your  educational  establishments.

REPORT  ON    I OkKION   MISSIONS. 
To  tin  Alabama  Baptist  Convention  : 

Our  Foreign  Mission  board  has  had  the  "  unfortunate  good  fortune"  to 
close  its  last  conventional  year  with  more  llian  83,000  in  the  treasury.  This 
doc*  not  indicate,  however,  that  ihe  receipts  of  tlie  Hoard  have  Iwcn  largci  than 
the  work  demands,  On  the  contrary,  our  missionaries  arc  constantly  embar- 
rassed for  want  of  means  to  extend  I  heir  work  in  directions  that  promise  rich 
results. 

We  arc  doing  very  little,  a*  a  denomination,  for  the  evangelization  of  the 
nations.  The  great  Baptist  hosts  of  the  South  gave,  last  year,  just  a  little  more 
than  $if),ooo  for  the  prosecution  of  this  grand  enterprise.  It  would  not  he  just 
to  compare  this  exhibit  with  lha'  made  by  the  smaller  number  of  richer  Northern 
baptists,  or  with  that  made  by  the  Northern  Congregational isls,  but  we  may 
compare  it  with  the  contributions  of  the  Southern  Presbyterians.  They  number 
about  I20,<xm>,  and  have  given  about  $i-n,<xx>  during  the  yeai  just  ended.  They 
are  only  one-eighth  of  our  number,  and  have  given  50  pel  cent.  more.  We  uright, 
with  profit,  look  into  the  causes  of  this  difference. 

Hut,  although  we  have  done  so  little  in  the  past  year,  we  have  made  some 
progress.  This  progress  is  indicated  by  an  increase  in  the  receipts,  of  .^5,000 
over  those  of  last  year,  and  by  the  departure  of  nine  new  missionaries — Pro.  N. 
\V.  Iloleomb,  of  Missouri,  and  Urn.  O.  VY.  Pruitt,  of  (ieorgia,  to  Tung  (how; 
Hro.  \V.  S.  Walker,  of  (Georgia,  to  Shanghai;  Pro.  I'.ubank  and  Mis.  Kuban k, 
of  Kentucky,  to  Africa;  Pm.  Taylor  and  Mrs.  Taylor,  of  Texas,  to  brazil,  and 
Pro.  l'louruoy  and  Mrs.  Klournoy,  to  Mexico,  There  are  several  others  now 
under  appointment,  who  will  soon  go  to  their  fields  of  labor.  The  number  of 
conversions  ami  baptisms,  during  the  year,  have  been  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
six,  against  one  hundred  and  twenty  the  previous  year. 

While  the  contributions  to  Koreigil  Missions  from  Southern  baptists  ii;  gen- 
eral have  increased  §5,000,  Alabama  is  at  a  standstill — about  the  same  was 
leporled  at  <  JreeuN  illc  as  at  Columbus.  Put  Alabama  must  not  lie  allowed  to 
stand  when;  it  is — it  must  lie  moved,  stirred,  aroused,  Mow  this  is  to  |>»  done, 
is  the  1  pics t ion,      We  make  three  suggestions 

1.  That  this  Convention,  at  ivftv,  seek  out  and  pray  for  two  young  men  and 
one  young  woman — all  Alabamians— tu  be  appointed  by  the  Foreign  board,  ami 
to  be  supported  by  Alabama  Baptists;  ami  that  if  such  men  cannot  be  found,  we 
invite  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  to  send  us  such  from  oilier  Slates.  Such  a 
movement  would  increase  our  contributions  to  foreign  Missions,  but  it  would 
not  reach  to  the  root  of  the  difficulty  ;  and,  therefore, 

2.  l.ct  the  missionary  conviction  of  our  people  be  deepened  anil  their 
missionary  faith  strengthened.  This  of  course,  must  be  accomplished  by  our 
religious  teachers.  They  must  show  to  the  people  the  lost  condition  of  the 
heathen  without  the  gospel,  and  press  upon  them  the  command  of  the  Savior, 
to  go  and  teach  ;  and  then  they  must  reiterate,  again  and  again,  the  promise  that 
is  coupled  with  the  command,  and  show  how  the  promise  has  been  gloriously 
fulfilled  by -the  successes  of  the  gospel  among  the  nations. 

3.  That  our  pastors  be  earnestly  requested  to  renew  the  monthly  concert  of 
missions  in  all  their  churches.  1',.    |.   FoKRKSTBR,  Chairman.

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McAlpine  (President  of  the  Colored  Normal  School  at  Selma), 
representing  the  Colored  Baptist  State  Convention,  addressed  the 
Convention,  when  the  report  was  adopted  : 

RETORT  or  COMMITTER  ON  EVANGELIZATION  OF  COLORED 

PEOPLE. 

The  duty  to  give  a  |>ure  gospel  t<>  tlii-  people  will  be  questioned  by  none 
win)  accept  the  commission  of  our  Lord. 

The  prattuability  of  a  present,  vigorous  nud  persevering  effort  in  this  direc- 
tion claims  our  consideration.     This    we  argue, 

1.  From  their  availability.  They  are  conveniently  located,  speak  the  same 
language,  have  taken  in  by  absorption  largely  the  same  customs,  and,  though 
imperfectly  instructed,  have  become  familiar  with  the  name  of  Jesus  and  are  no 
strangers  to  the  doctrine  of  regeneration.  No  one  familiar  with  the  effect  and 
progress  of  the  gospel  can  fail  to  discover  their  advantages. 

2.  Their  relation  to  us.  dkThcy  are  our  former  slaves,  endeared  by  the 
responsibility  of  ownership  ami  faithful  lalior  for  our  loved  ones  ;  our  fellow- 
citizens,  destined  to  become  an  important  factor  in  civil,  social  and  religious 
efforts  and  developments.  Their  neglected  existence  among  us  must  be  as  the 
damp,  dense  and  unwholesome  fog,  obscuring  the  brilliant  and  health-giving 
rays  of  the  king  of  day. 

3.  They  are  extremely  ignorant,  superstitions  and  yei  a  religions  people, 
It  will  scarcely  b«  denied  that  sentiments,  rites  and  customs,  all  become  intense 
and  sacred  through  ignorance  and  superstition,  and  venerated  by  age  ;  hence  the 
practicability  of  immediate,  strenuous  efforts  to  relieve  the  difficulty, 

The  method  of  action  also  claims  attention.  In  reference  to  this,  your 
Committee  would  recommend  that  this  be  left  entirely  to'lhe  wisdom  of  the 
Hoard.  It  is  theirs  to" consider  the  nature  of  the  situation  and  the  measures 
adapted  thereto.  The  less  we  fetter  them  with  restrictions,  the  less  will  be  the 
friction. 

How  tu  provide  the  funds  is  an  exceedingly  important  question.  This, 
also,  may  be  matured  and  adopted  by  the  Hoard,  but  it  is  evident  nothing  can 
lie  tlone  by  them  until  the  churches  can  become  aroused  upon  this  subject,  and 
brought  into  sympathy  with  this  department  of  Slate  work. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  pastors  shall  so  present  this  subject  to 
their  various  charges  as  to  divest  it  of  whatever  prejudice  and  incredulity  may 
yet  remain,  anil  show  the  people  that  we  are  under  a  debt  of  obligation  to  them 
which  will  never  be  discharged  until  we  give  them,  to  the  extent  of  our  ability, 
the  pure  gospel  of  Christ, 

Bro.  Itootlj,  we  believe,  accomplished  all  that  was  possible  under  the  circum- 
stances, and  lum  paved  the  way  for  n  mote  enlarged  work  among  them.

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State  Mission  work,  as  shown  in  giving  for  the  support  of  Kev.  C.  O.  ]l«M>th  the 
sum  of  $400  this  year. 

2.  "Resolved,  'Flint  wc  pledge  ourselves  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  encour- 
age the  co-operative  work  between  u<  and  the  white  brethren. 

3.  "A'esolveJ,  That  wc  authorize  our  Slate  Mission  Hoard  to  take  under 
their  control  and  supervision  this  work,  with  discretionary  power  of  formulating 
plans,  and  enter  into  joint  arrangements  with  the  while  brethren,  and  to  il<> 
whatever  may  in  their  judgment  seem  best  in  order  to  carry  forward  the  State 
Mission  work." 

When  the  State  Mission  Hoard  met,  a  few  weeks  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  Convention,  wc  accented  the  resignation  of  tin-  brother  who  was  doing  this 
work.  The  Secretary  of  the  Hoard  was  instructed  (o  open  up  a  correspondence 
with  a  number  of  brethren  with  a  view  to  seeming  t^e  service  of  one  to  till  the 

I  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  C.  0.  Month,  and  when  such  services 
could  be  secured  the  Hoard  was  to  he  called  together  lo  consider  the  matter  ;  but 

!  the  Secretary 'eft  the  State.  This,  with  the  fact  that  each  member  of  the  Kxcc- 
utivc  Committee   was  busily  engaged,  explains  why  there  is  an  apparent  negli- 

!    gence  on  the  part  of  our  Hoard.     \Vc  can    assure  you,   brethren,  that  our  sloth- 

I  fulness  is  not  for  the  want  of  interest  in  the  work.  Therefore,  I  sincerely  hope 
that   the  Convention   sees   the   predicament   in  which  we  have  been  placed,  ami 

1  will  not  feel  that  our  Stale  Mission  Hoard  is  indifferent  toward  the  efforts  put 
forth  by  your  Hoard  to  help  us. 

A  single  glance  at  our  destitute  fields,  coupled  with  the  knowledge  of  our 

|    inability  to  supply  ihis  destitution,  enable  .  us  to  see  the  importance  of   seeking 

1    your  help. 

1.  I)KSI'I  1 1  I  Kin,  —  1.  Wc  speak  of  destitution  as  it  appears  in  places 
where   there   is  scarcely  any  preaching  by   ministers  of  our  denomination  ;  for 

'  there  are  a  great  many  places  in  the  Slate  where  tin-  people  do  not  he.tr  the 
!  gospel  by  ministers  of  our  faith.  Notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  preachers 
j  that  your  Hoard  has  on  the  livid  and  what  wc  are  doing  for  ourselves;  notwith- 
1  standing  the  great  coinmi-'sion  of  our  common  Master,  "Preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature,"  these  destitutions  yet  Ovist  in  the  Stale. 

2.  There  is  a  destitution  of  suitable  houses  of  worship.     Out   people  have 
i    shown  their  love   for  '.lie  worship  and    praise  of   our  Cod   by  budding   log    huts, 

!    which  are   mil  comfortable  except   in  warm  weather.      Hut  they  have  learned  to 
love    these  places    because   their    souls  have  been   made   to  rejoice  there.      And, 
I    brethren,  there   are   numbers  of   organized    Baptist  bodies  who  are   houseless, 
j    homeless,  moneyless,  and  yet  they  arc  a  hard  working  class  of  people. 

3.  Another  form  of  destitution  i>  seen  in  the  incompetency  of  a  majority  of 
i    our  mini.tering  brethren.     They  aie  not  able  to  indoctrinate   iheir  members,  in 

the  general    sense  of  the   term,  to   prepare  them  to  withstand  the  inducements 

!  held  out  to  them  to  become  members  of  other  churches.  While  there  is  a 
mental  growth  among  our  people  and  an  outlay  of  money  by  other  denomina- 
tions lo  build  up  Iheir  cause,  it  only  increases  the  necessity   of  having    the  pure 

I  gospel  of  the  Son  of  God  preached  to  our  people.  The  want  of  i|valificd  deacons 
and  Sabbath  School  teachers  is  >till  another  feature  of  destitution  that  wc  nhould 
not    neglect    lo  notice.     Since   the  government  'if    the  churches  and  the  moral 

1  training  of  the  young  people  are,  to  a  large  extent,  to  be  in  the  hands  of  these 
officers,  they  should  be  brethren  of  undisputed  piety  and  familiar  with  all  that  is 

;    necessary    to    make    them    competent    leaders  of    the    young    people    of  our 

j    race. 

II.    -We  believe  that  there  are  unpeople  on  earlhso  well  prepared  lo  supply 

I    this  destitution  as  you  are. 

I.  •  Because  wc  are  so  located   that  all  of  the  destitute  places  arc  accessible 

i  to  you,  with  little  or  no  expense.  All  over  the  Slate  you  have  brethren  of  ability 
stationed,  who  can  reach  our  churches  and  assist  them  l>y  giving  them  counsel 
and  means.      Unlike  other  mission  fields,  where  the  missionaries  go  from  "station 
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to  station,  leaching  the  religion  of  Christ.  and  in  their  absence  other  influences 
are  brought  tu  bear  which  in  a  measure  counteract  the  effect  of  their  work,  we 
are  so  located  that  your  stationed  ministers  can  watch  over  the  work  of  your 
traveling  missionaries,' and  keep  the  influence  alive  and  see  that  it  crows.  In- 
structions as  to  how  our  people  can  acquire  church  property  can  lie  had  by  your 
ministers  without  any  expense  to  either. 

2.  You  understand  m  as  no  other  profile  do.  Wc  have  been  raised  up 
among  you.  TUi-  gives  you  a  knowledge  of  our  make-up  as  n  race,  so  that  you 
are  familiar  with  our  inclinations,  and  this  knowledge  has  a  great  deal  to  do  in 
preparing  any  people  to  do  missionary  work.  It  matter-  not  how  much  we 
violate  the  laws  of  the  Knglish  language  in  our  speaking,  you  are  peculiarly  pre- 
pared lo  understand  us.  You  are  prepared  to  feci  more  keenly  the  need  that 
ignorance  he  overcome  amupg  our  people,  than  others  who  are  not  in  contact 
with  us.  Yon  are  prepared  lo  use  every  ambition  of  ours  and  every  effort  that 
we  put  forth  to  help  ourselves  and  make  it  subserve  the  great  agency  that  shall 
elevate  us  to  a  higher  plan.-  of  usefulness. 

3.  Again,  there  is  another  advantage  you  have  over  anyone  else  in  doing 
this  work.  The  Itaplist  influence  which  has  raised  the  number  of  Baptist 
believers,  in  the  State  toSo.OOO  or 90,000 has  largely  come  from  the  white  Itaptists 
of  the  Mate.  If  we  have  been  thus  benefited  by  unsystematized  efforts,  it  is 
reasonable  to  say  that  such  an  influence  can  be  exercised  as  will  enable  you  lo 
largely  increase'  this  number,  and  reform  the  present  mode  of  church  worship. 

There  are  two  grand  encouraging  features  connected  with  this  work. 

1.  The  first  if,  that  in  proportion  as  we  are  enlightened  by  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  will  the  bad  effect  of  superstition,  ignorance  and  immorality  be  reduced 
among  us,  and  when  these  grand  evils  shall  have  been  banished  from  among  us 
we  can  have  greater  hope  of  seeing  this  beloved  old  State  under  the  control  of 
the  King  of   Peace. 

2.  The  second  feature  is,  that  when  wa  shall  have  been  prepared  by  proper 
equipments,  we  shall  aim  for  the  redemption  of  our  Kalherland  ;  and  when  the 
members  of  this  Convention  arc  in  tli«  spiritland.  the  influences  commenced  by 
you  will  be  at  work,  bringing  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Africa,  that  dark  Conti- 
nent, to  Christ.  W.  K.  I'ktiiiokd.

Rev.  JAMES  STRATTON  PAULLIN. 


Born  June  7,  1837. 
Died  June  1,  1882. 


The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  Iwrn  in  the  city  of  Kufaula,  Ala.  His  early 
life  was  spent  in  that  city,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  slu.rt  period  spent  in  the 
city  of  Mobile,  Ala.,  as  pastor  of  Palmetto  Street  church,  he  has  always  lived  in 
the  bounds  of  the  Kufaula  Association.  Reared  by  pious  parents,  he  was  at  the 
aye  of  sixteen  led  to  make  a  public  profession  of  faith  in  Jesus.  He  was  bap- 
ti/.ed  by  Rev.  \V.  II.  Mcintosh,  D.D.,  on  September  1 9,  1S58.  He  has  been 
pastorofsever.il  churches  in  his  Association,  and  at  the  time' of  his  death  was 
pastor  at  llurtville,  ( ilennville  and  Clayton.  His  home  was  in  Clayton,  ai.il 
he  had  been  pastor  there  for  twenty-two  years,  except  for  intervals  amounting  to 
three  or  four  years. 

In  1859,  he  was  elected  Clerk  of  the  Kufaula  Association,  and  held  the 
office  continuously  until  his  death,  a  period  of  twenty-three  years.  Accurate, 
fond  of  detail  woik,  thoroughly  informed  regarding  the  condition  and  needs  «,| 
every  church  in  the  Association,  he  no  doubt  merited  the  compliment  of  Iteing 
called  the  best  associational  clerk  in  the  State. 

He  was  for  six  years  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  tin  Itaptist  State  Convention 
of  Alabama. 

Entirely  consecrated,  he  was  ever  about  his  Father's  business.  Universally 
loved  by  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  his  name  was  a  synonym  for  piety. 
Faithful  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  his  influence  in  his  churches  was  always  pro- 
ductivc  of  good, 

Death  for  hint  had  no  terrors.  He  preached  in  (ilennville  on  the  Sabbath 
before  he  died,  and  was  taken  sick  in  the  pulpit  and  hail  to  lie  down  before  he 
left  the  church,  lie  felt  that  his  end  was  near,  ami  talked  to  his  father  calmly 
and  peacefully  of  his  .loath,  which  was  to  he  a  triumphal  entrance  into  the  New 
Jerusalem. 

A  short  time  before  his  death  he  wrote  to  a  brother,  to  whom  he  was  much 
attached  from  long  association  together  in  Christian  work  :  "I  am  still  in  the 
land  of  the  dying  looking  for  an  entrance  into  the  land  of  the  living  after 
awhile"  ;  and  in  the  same  communication  he  added  :  "I  hope  to  meet  you  at 
the  Convention  in  lluntsvillc." 

ltut  he  has  been  called  away,  no  more  to  meet  us  here,  but  in  that  land 
above  there  will  be  a  glorious  reunion.  His  record  is  a  bright  one.  lib  works 
written  in  the  hearts  and  deeply  impressed  on  the  characters  of  those  to  whom 
he  ministered,  do  follow  hinj.  "Thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things  I 
will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things."
